amount. Secretary Sherman and the di- 
rector of tho mint state that the coinage 
capacity of tbo mints ic less than six mil- 
lions R month, and tbe silver product of tbe 
country does uot exceed fifty millions per 
nnnuin.

THE HOUSE rnOOEEDINOS. 


Tho House made very little progress with 


the legislative bill, spending tbo day upon 
Bragg's proposition to abolish tho Southern 
Claims Commission. Mr. Bragg was uuex- 
pectedly aud stoutly opposed by a number 
of Southern Democrats, notably by Mr. At- 
kins, chairman of 
appropriations, 
who 


claimed that it would be unjust to tho great 
number of claimants who had perfected 
tbeir evidence, to turn their oases over to 
any otber tribunal. Several ex-Confederates 
also rebuked Mr. Uragg for his assertion 
that there wero few Union men in 
the 


South. 
The proposition which consumed 


tbo day was beaten by a vote of two to one. 
Tbe morning hour was spent in inaugura- 
ting routine business, the Speaker called 
committees in the regular order. 
Only one 


report of consequence was ready, that one 
being the Senate bill providing for the pur- 
nhnno of n, refrigerating ship for use in con- , 
nection with vessels infected with tbe yel- 
low fever. 
This passed with one or two 


dissenting votes, aud is tbe first]measure of 
general legislation which has passed the 
present Congress.

With oucb. implements a man with a horse 
caii take care of twenty-five to thirty acres 
through the season.

ture with band hoeing we should prefer the 
hills and tho usual methods.

PLANTING CORN,—As tlie corn crop is ono 


of tbe most important, nutl planting time 
is nt band, it rnny bo well to consider tbe 
best methods of procedure. And first, it 
may be asked, shall we apply fertilizers 
broadcast or in the hill ? That depends on 
circumstances. If the Inud bo poor it is 
impossible to mako up for tho deficiency by 
simply making the soil in the hill rich. A 
fertilizer thus applied will give tho corn a 
good start, but by tbo time tho stnlk it? n 
foot high, nil the roots that tnke np nour- 
ishment will be beyond its roach. Corn 
thus started on light land will make a good 
beginning but n bnd ending. 
Tno crop will 


find nothing on which to mntnre, nnd so be 
n comparative failure. 
Tho roots of corn as 


ordinarily planted extend from row to row 
and from hill to hill, nnd most of the plant 
food is taken up nt their ends. 
All the 


manure in tho hill, after a few weeks, w lost 
to the present crop. 
We should say then 


that on light lands tbe best results will bo 
realized by applying fertilizers to tbo whole 
surface, or perhaps what is better, put ft 
very little in tho soil for an early start 
nud a good dor.l moro broadcast for Inter 
growth and maturity. 
And when spreading 


it do not be afraid of getting on too much. 
It costs just as much to plow, harrow, plant 
end hoo nn aero boating twenty bushels 
ns it does an acre yielding seventy-fivo or n 
hundred. The labor being tho fiamo tho 
expense'of the extra crop if, then, simply 
that of Iho extra mtinnro.

Rebel batteries on the Fnmlico river, North 
Cnrolinn, in steamer Escort, thereby reliev- 
ing tho forco which was besieged at Little 
Washington. This forco consisted of the 
27th aud 44th Massachusetts Regiments, in- 
fantry, tt company of New York cavalry nud 
a bnttery, nnd General John G. Foster, com- 
manding the department, who.on a tour of in- 
spection, was nt Little Washington at the 
timo the seigo commenced, nnd wns shut up 
thoro with the troops. For fifteen days this 
little force had been boseiged ; their ammu- 
nition nnd rntions wero fast giving out, 
efforts to relieve them by the gunboats had 
failed, two attempts to relieve them by the 
land forco from Newberne had proved fu- 
tile, nnd hopo wns fnst dying out. 
In this 


state of affairs tho Fifth Ehode Islnnd,three

gunboats were stationed, tho naval officers

feet.

The steamer wag coated with bales of 
liny for protection, the men were crowded 
below the water lino, with the exception of

liltle expedition stnrled. They pnssed the 
barricade successfully, ran under terrific 
fire from robe! bnttories from the different 
points for threo hours, aud ran, nground 
twice, but under the skillful guidance of a 
brnve North Carolina pilot, followed Ihe 
channel nnd reached Little Washington in 
safety, losing not n mnu. Strategy wns em- 
ployed on landing with such effect as to 
convince the enemy that a brigade had 
lauded instead of n regiment, nnd the uiornl 
effect was lo cause the enemy to rnise tho 
siege at once, nud the garrison wns relieved. 
Such in brief is the story of one of tho most 
dnring expeditions of tho war, nud it is 
nlrendy known lo every Rhode Islnnder,who 
wnlched tho course of event during the wnr 
of Ihe rebellion.
